D-Day is past, but the sol¬ 
diers who made it the great¬ 
est military action in history 
are still fighting. Guns are 
still being used, tanks and 
artillery are constantly in ac¬ 
tion lives are being lost. The 
day of the invasion is over 
but the invasion itself con¬ 
tinues with ever mounting 
fury as our men and allies 
drive on toward Paris. 

Here at Anza, news of D-Day 
spurred the buying of bonds but 
the inspiration lasted just a few 
days. The soldiers on the battle 
front didn’t stop fighting but the 
soldiers at home, GIs and civilians 
employed here alike, stopped buy¬ 
ing bonds. In cold figures, during 
the first ten days of the 5th War 
Loan Drive, $10,000 worth of 
bonds were purchased, but in the 
past two weeks only $5,000 more 
in purchases was added to that 
figure. With a quota of $60,000 
set for Anza, an amount which is 
entirely reasonable, the record to 
date is appalling. Certainly it is 
not consistent with past efforts of 
the combined personnel of this sta¬ 
tion, who have always cooperated 
to make every other type of drive 
successful. 

This coming Saturday, July 8th, 
has been designated as War Bond 
Rally Day at Anza. Planned for 
the occasion are two softball 
games bringing together the Zips 
and LAPE in one fracas, and an 
Anza officers’ team against a Port 
officers’ team in the other.

RUSSIAN OFFENSIVE — Vi¬ 
tebsk and Zhliobin had been taken 
as the week began, and the Rus¬ 
sian offensive was moving at the 
same speed we had grown ac- 
cutomed to in the Red Army’s 
land drives. All the strength of 
the Nazi armies could not slow the 
Red drive over the plains of White 
Russia, as the race was on for the 
key city of Minsk, almost on the 
border between Russia and old 
Poland. 

Thursday, the Russians ad¬ 
vanced 20 miles. The next day it 
was 30 miles. And so it went, un¬ 
til on Monday of this week it was 
announced that Minsk had been 
cut off from all Western communi¬ 
cation, and the encirclement of the 
town was practically completed. 

It was believed that 300,000 
Germans were trapped in the 
stronghold. Minsk gave promise 
of being as great a disaster to the 
German armies as was Stalingrad. 
In the last 24 hours, the 3d White 
Russian army has advanced 37 
miles, while the trap was being 
set by thelst White Russian Army, 
commanded by the hero of Stalin¬ 
grad, Marshal Rokossovsky 

THE BATTLE OF FRANCE— 
When the Normandy peninsula 
was secured at the beginning of 
the week, when the Nazis admitted 
the fall of Cherbourg, our Nor¬ 
mandy beachhead became no long¬ 
er a beachhead, but a full-fledged 
liberated territory, for we had one 
of the finest ports on the Atlantic 
Coast of Europe. Mopping-up op¬ 
erations continued through the 
week as the last resisting Germans 
retreated to the Cap de la Hague. 
They were battered to defeat by 
American troops, who at the same 
time expanded their liberated ter¬ 
ritory southward in the direction 
of St. Lo. 

Headquarters announced that at 
least 20,000 prisoners had been 
taken on the Cherbourg peninsula 
with more being brought in all the 
time. 

Meanwhile, on Wednesday the 
signal was given for British troops 
at the eastern end of the battle¬ 
field to begin an offensive salient 
aimed at Paris. As the assault got 
under way, the British met the 
cream of German troops, and con¬ 
tinued to advance. Some prison¬ 
ers taken were veterans of the 
Russian front. This would make 
it seem that Hitler’s manpower re¬ 
serve has reached the bottom of 
the barrel. Normally it should be 
expected that reserves would be 
available in Germany’s interior, or 
at other strategic points, ready to 
be rushed to whatever front need¬ 
ed them. 

The Nazis brought to bear 11 
divisions, including a panzer corps 
from Russia, into the furious de¬ 
fense of the territory surrounding 
Caen, but they failed to budge the 
wedge of steel the British have 


been able to thrust southwest of 
the city. 

Gigantic landing operations were 
carried out over the weekend on 
the coast behind the British lines, 
so that General Montgomery’s 
men were being backed up by pow¬ 
erhouse reinforcements. After 
Rommel had thrown everything he 
could muster against the British, 
his troops waited silently through 
Sunday, apparently not knowing 
what to do next. 

ITALY—The Nazis continued 
their retreat up the Italian boot, 
sometimes so fast that our ad¬ 
vance patrols lost contact with 
them. By the beginning of this 
week, American troops had ad¬ 
vanced up the Tyrrhenion Coast 
above the town of Cecina, 17 miles 
from the great west coast port of 
Leghorn, or Livorno. Some salients 
bypassed the town, others fought 
bitter house-to-house battles with 
the Nazis in the town itself. Ce¬ 
cina was heavily mined and plant¬ 
ed with booby-traps, and it was 
said the fighting there was the 
stiffest since the advance started 
up the coast from Rome . 

On the inland fronts, units kept 
pace with the advance to capture 
the communications center of Chi- 
usi on Tuesday, and continue up 
the valleys toward the expected 
German defense line on the Pisa- 
Florence-Rimini line. 

PACIFIC—The hardest fighting 
of the island hopping campaign in 
the Pacific has been raging for 
weeks now on Saipan. The Japs 
have spent 27 years building up 
those defenses, and they’re not 
giving them up for a song. De¬ 
serted by their navy, cut off from 
supplies and communications to a 
large extent, they fight frantically 
from hills, caves, and fortifica¬ 
tions. About a third of them have 
been killed so far by our Marines 
and infantrymen, a total of 6015. 

Garapan, the peacetime capital 
of the Marianas, is surrounded 
from three sides as this goes to 
press, with American troops com¬ 
manding heights overloking the 
city, and pouring artillery bom¬ 
bardments into the Jap defenders. 

Elsewhere in the Asiatic theater, 
the week saw a new offensive by 
the Japs, hurtling north from Can¬ 
ton, and aimed at closing the gap 
along the Canton to Hankow rail¬ 
way. Thus the Japs would consoli¬ 
date their interior line from north¬ 
ernmost to southernmost China. 
The Jap advance is continuing rap¬ 
idly, with foreigners escaping from 
their path as best they can. 

In the Hengyang area, where 
Chinese defenders have been sur¬ 
rounded for over a week, the de¬ 
fending troops still hold out, as¬ 
sisted by General Chennault’s 14th 
airforce. 

Aerial activity of the week was 
the bombing of Formosa, by land- 
based planes from eastern China.

Infantrymen May 
Get Pay Raise 

Sixty-five per cent of infantry¬ 
men will get pay raises of $5 or 
$10 a month, under the War De¬ 
partment “combat pay” plan ap¬ 
proved by the Senate Military Af¬ 
fairs Committee, according to the 
estimate of Maj. Gen. M. G. White, 
who asked committee approval for 
the bill. 

General White said the plan will 
provide an incentive to the infan¬ 
tryman from the time he enlists, 
to prepare himself for combat and 
“do well” when he gets into com¬ 
bat. 

The War Department plan is to 
give $5 more a month to experts 
and $10 a month more to combat 
troops. 

The plan is a variation of the 
“fight pay” plan suggested by 
Ernie Pyle, war correspondent, 
who proposed that soldiers in com¬ 
bat be given the same payroll 
recognition as is given flying men.

Counterintelligence 
Corps Seeking Top Men 

The Army is on the prowl for 
some top men with which to com¬ 
plete the roster of its Counterin¬ 
telligence Corps. 

Enlisted personnel for the Corps 
will be acquired from the three 
major commands in monthly quo¬ 
tas for a period of about six 
months. If the major commands 
cannot furnish qualified person¬ 
nel, however, it will be secured 
from reception centers. 

Men assigned by the Corps to 
organizations using its services 
must be no younger than 24, no 
older than 38, must be physically 
fit for general overseas duty, have 
an AGCT score of at least 110, 
must have completed the Counter¬ 
intelligence Corps Training Pro¬ 
gram, and must be high school 
graduates and U. S. citizens with 
residence in the U. S. for at least 
five years. Complete fluency in 
one or more languages is also de¬ 
sirable, although not mandatory.

Change of Status 
Keeps ODB Busy 

The War Department’s Office 
of Dependency Benefits today has 
six million family allowance and 
Class E allotment-of-pay accounts 
on its books—but that’s only half 
the story of the ODB’s big war¬ 
time job. 

Besides processing and paying 
these six million accounts, the 
ODB is doing an almost equal 
volume of business in change of 
status, according to Brig. Gen. H. 
N. Gilbert, director of the office. 
More than 4,500,000 change of 
status petitions have been receiv¬ 
ed and processed to date and they 
continue to pour in at the rate of 
300,000 monthly, says Gen. Gil¬ 
bert. 

A change of status—as most GIs 
know—is any change in a depend¬ 
ent’s circumstances or living ar¬ 
rangements which affect the ac¬ 
count being administered on his 
behalf by the ODB. These changes 
include marriage, birth, divorce, 
death, change in financial status, 
change in address — and, in the 
case of children or minor brothers 
or sisters, the celebration of their 
18th birthday, an event which 
makes them no longer eligible for 
family allowance payments. 

Of the four and a half million 
changes of status so far receive 1 
by the ODB, 1,412,476 have been 
changes in address. There have 
been 761,624 changes caused by 
marriage, birth of a child, depen¬ 
dency of a parent formerly not 
dependent or vice versa and simi¬ 
lar changes in family conditions, 
and 704,000 Class E allotments-of- 
pay have been changed, increasing 
or decreasing the amount, or nam¬ 
ing a new payee.
